Maieſties ſaid Caſtles, 1Blocke-houſes, o2 Fo:ts: Hts Maieſtie docth allo ſtraitly charge and 
command all Admirals, Uiceadmirals, Rereadmitrals, Captaines and Officers, of, oꝛ in any of 
His Maieſties Fleetes and Ships, that they neither make, noꝛ ſuffer to be made, any Shot from 
any Hts Maieſties Ships, oꝛ from any Ship oꝛ U<cſlell in his Mateſttes ſeruice, otherwiſe then 
foꝛ warning, oz in Fight, oꝛ foz intercepting oꝛ arreſt of any Fozraigne Ships, oꝛ vpon al⸗ 
ſault of any His Maieſties enemies, oꝛ in caſe of diſtreſſe , oꝛ in the defence oꝛ pꝛotection of any 
His Mateſttes Ships, oꝛ His Subiects, Friends, oꝛ Allyes, without ſpetiall authoꝛity, oꝛ inſtruc⸗ 
tions in that behalfe giuen, oꝛ dertuedfrom his Maleſtie, oꝛ from the Loꝛd high Admirall of 
England, vpon paine, that whoſocuer ſhall pꝛeſume to diſobey, oz neglect this His Maieſties 
Vopall Commandement , ſhall be put from their ſeuerall and reſpettiue Commands, Offices, 
and places in which they ſerue , and vpon ſuch further puniſhments, as by the Lawesof this 
Realme, oz by His Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue Royall may be inflicted vpon the offenders.
